The Encyclopedic Digest of Virginia and West Virginia Reports. 

Volume VI. The Michie Company, Charlottesville, Va., 1006. 

We have received Volume 6 of the Michie Company's valuable ad- 
dition to the Digest law of this country. The present volume of the 
series digests the case law of Virginia and West Virginia from the 
subject of "Fellow Servants" to and including "Guardian and Ward." 
In addition to the subjects mentioned, "Fire Insurance," "Fires," 
"Former Adjudication' or Res Adjudkata," "Fraud and Deceit,' 
"Fraudulent and Voluntary Conveyances," "Forcible Entry and De- 
tainer," "Grand Jury," and "Guaranty," take up the greater part of 
the book. The work shows the same editorial care, diligence and 
admirable arrangement which has characterized the other volumes of 
the series. Indeed, it is hardly possible to see how any digest can 
improve upon this, either in system or method. The earlier decisions 
are given, and where — as in "Fellow Servants" — changes have been 
made by the New Constitution, attention is called sharply to the 
change, and the later authorities so stated as to prevent confusion 
or mistake. As might have been expected, the value of the work 
increases with each new volume, and its completion, now promised 
in the coming spring, is eagerly looked forward to by the pro- 
fession.
